Maria Rundberget 
E SWEDEN 


y name's Maria Rundberget and even 
M though I don't have blonde hair and 

blueeyesIam from Sweden. See, all 
Swedes don't have blonde hair and blue eyes, 
that's a myth, but there are quite a few more then 
here, now that's true. 

So do you know anything about Swe- 
den? Well, it is the size of California, but has 
only 8.5 million inhabitants. We speak Swed- 
ish, which is a Germanic language, very similar 
to Norweigan and Danish. Our government is a 
limited constitutional monarchy (we do have a 
king & queen, but they have no power) with a 
parliamentary system. Some Swedish events, 
persons, groups you've probably heard of be- 
fore are: The Nobel Prize, the ruthless vikings, 
Roxette, Neneh Cherry, Greta Garbo, Ingrid 
Bergman, Lena Olin, Stefan Edberg, and Bjorn 
Borg. 


There are a lot of differences between 
Sweden and the U.S., but for the most part they 
are similar. We have Mc Donald's and Burger 
King, the songs you listen to and the movies you 
watch are popular in Sweden too, young people 
act and do much of the same things in Sweden as 
in the U.S. 

Whatare some ofthe differences then? 
Well, langauge of course, norms and personal 
values (what might be appropriate in Sweden 
might be very inappropriate here), church and 
religion, laws, social-welfare system, taxes & 
prices, and Americans eat more junkfood. Ameri- 
cans are more open to strangers, in Sweden we 
don't say “thank you" and “please” even half as 
much as you do in America.. Swedes walk and 
bike much more then Americans. 


he school system is quite different. We 
| start school when we're seven and 
havenine years of compulsory school 
attendance. In third grade we start taking En- 
glish. Most students have exactly the same 
classses as their classmates through 6th grade. 
Then in 7th grade you can choose another lan- 
guage, you may choose advanced or easier En- 
glish classes, but everyone must take English. 
The 8th grade is exciting, because 
then we get grades for the first time. We get our 
grades in numbers one to five, with five as 
highest. But everybody in a class can not get a 
five. See, in Sweden you are compared to 
people in your class and other students of your 
age in Sweden. Only the three or maybe four 
best students in a class out of thirty, can get a 
five. I don't like our grading system too much, 
it's so competitive. After 9th grade you don't 
have to go to any more schools. But since the 
education is free, most of us (about 8596) attend 
upper secondary school for either academic or 
technical education. 
I will do my third and last year when 
I get back home. Then Pll go to a university, 


which is also free, but you can only enter if your 
previous grades are good. There are limited 
places in the university, you can only get into the 
univeristy with hard work; money doesn't count 
as in America. 

Wehave extremely high taxes in Swe- 
den, actually the highest in the world, so every- 
thing is very expensive. For example; to go to 
the movies it cost about $9, gas cost $4 a gallon, 
a pair of Levi's jeans $100, etc... However we 
get a lot in return as I mentioned before: free 
education, free healthcare, free school lunch, all 
parents receove $200 a month per child from 
birth through the age of 16, and if you go on to 
the upper secondary school you will keep get- 
ting $200 a month as encouragement. It may be 
hard to become rich in Sweden, but in return you 
never see homeless or straving people. 

What do we do for fun after school 
and on weekends? Me and my friends go to 
cafe's and drink coffee and talk for hours, al- 
most every weekend in the winter time we go 
skiing, we go to parties, pubs/clubs, movies, 
shopping, play soccer, and volleyball. When 
we're 18, we're legally considered adults: we 
can vote, drink and get a driver's lincense. 


as in Sweden, except for the skiing part. I 
really love playing soccer, I hope to make 
the soccer team here. My favorite sport to watch 
is hockey, so I’ve enjoyed going to the hockey 
games this year. I’ve also liked to watch the 
football, basketball , and the swim meets. When 
I first came here I thought that football was the 
most stupid and boring sport, but now that I 
understand the rules better and have seen quite 
a few games, I really like it! 
Some of the things I dislike about the 
U.S. is that there are too many crimes and drug 
problems here. Money is too important and 
towns are so impersonal, they all have the same 
chainstores and chain restaurants. What I like 
about the U.S. is the people, they are very open, 
friendly, and have such spirit in everything they 
do. Theiris convenience, cheap prices, goods & 
movies, highschool is fun. America has every- 
thing in one country, wonderful beaches & tropi- 
cal climates, perfect mountains for skiing in the 
Rockies, big cities & wild na- 
ture. I’ve been to Chicago, and 
I loved the city, Cedar Point 
was fun too. I’m glad that I get 
to see so much of this country. 
America has always 
beenthe country of my dreams, 
and not everyone gets the op- 
portunity to come here. 
Saginaw will always feel like a 
second home to me and I will 
neverforget my American fam- 
ily and the friends I have made 
this year. As an exchange stu- 
dent you don't only make 
American friends, but friends 
from all over the world: Ger- 
many, Japan, Spain, etc.. 


I do most of the same thing here in Saginaw

According to your grades and abilities 
you fourth-grade teacher recommends a secondary 
school.

Students are split into three different 
schools 7096 go to the "Hauptschule", 1596 to 
"Realschule" and 1596 to "Gymnasium". 
“Hauptschule” and “Realschule” go from Sth to 9th 
or 11th grade, while the college-bound students in 
the “Gymnasium” have to suffer for the longest 
time, 5th to 13th grade.

Record Breaking Lumberjacks Lose in Championship 
still champs at heart and at AHHS 


The 1992 Hillite gridders broke 
the previous record of 19 consecutive 
victories with 20, after beating Adrian 
in the Class AA State Semifinals. They 
were the second undefeated team ever 
in AHHS history. The first was the 
mystical 1973 team that went unscored 
upon and undefeated. This year, the 
hillites also broke seventeen Class AA 
Championship records individually 
and as a team. 

The Lumberjacks started the 
seaeson with a victory over the Heri- 
tage Hawks, who were admitted into 
the Saginaw Valley League shortly af- 
ter the football season. They continued 
their winning streak throughout the 
season, ending the regular season with 
a 42-16 win over cross-town rival, 
Saginaw High. That victory made it 22 
straight wins against them. By doing 
so, they secured their third consecutive 
Saginaw Valley League title, their first 
outright since 1981. 

Heading into the playoffs, the 
Jacks were the number one team in the 
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region followed by: Grand Ledge, Rock- 
ford, and Holland West Ottawa. They 
kicked off their first playoff game 
slowly, with Holland West Ottawa 
drawing first blood on their opening 
drive. The awakened Hillites came 
back to trample West Ottawa with the 
score of 27-6. 

The next on the playoff list was 
Grand Ledge. The game was intense. 
Thescore was 17-14 Grand Ledge, head- 
ing into the fourth quarter. With the 
timerunning out and the rising to their 
feet, chanting cheers, and showing their 
true blue and gold spirit. The Hillites 
had onechanceleft and capaptilized on 
it, with a pass from Marvin Wright to 
Howard Foster with 29 seconds left on 
theclock. Thattouchdown secured the 
Hillites another victory and the Re- 
gional Crown. 

The #1 ranked team in the state 
(Detroit Free Press) and the +9 rated 
team in the nation (USA TODAY) 
moved up to one last game before reach- 
ing the “Dome” for the second con- 


secutive year. The Jacks came up with 
yet another victory against Adrian, with 
the score of 13-7. 

This would only mean that the 
1991 Class AA State Champs would get 
another chance inthe “Dome.” Playing 
the same team froma year ago, Detroit 
Catholic Central, the gridders came up 
short. The game was lost with the score 
of 21-20, Detroit. Despite the loss, they 
are still champs. 

We think that Coach Eurick’s 
statement says it all, “These guys will 
go down in history books as one of the 
greatest teams in Arthur Hill history. 
It’s been an excellent year and this team 
will be remembered by everyone as 
one of the best ever.

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Kwanzaa is a holiday held to pay 
tribute to the rich cultural roots of Ameri- 
cans of African ancestry. This is ob- 
served from December 26th through 
January 1st. 

The word Kwanzaa means "first" 
for the “first fruits of the Harvest." Also 
during this time gifts can be exchanged 
but this doesn't happen during hard 
times. Most people think this to take 
place of Christmas but this holiday is 
neither a religious, political, nor a heroic 
event but rather a cultural one. 

Kwanzaa was founded in 1966 by 
Dr. Maulana Karenga, a black studies

The seven principals are unity, 
Umoja; self-determination, Kujichagulia; 
collective work and responsibility, Ujima;

pose, Nai; creativity, Kewmba; and faith, 
Lnani. 

The main purpose for Kwanzaais 
to find yourself in your culture, and also 
to be together as one or as a big cultural 
family.

Plagued by the economy and some of our 
suppliers, Da Vinci III started off at a slow pace and 
our annual participation at the International Human 
Powered Races was cancelled. The Tech. Club is 
currently the only high school team that competes in 
the races. 

This year has begun on a better tune: our 
funding campaign has yielded good fruit, work on 
Da Vinci III has picked up and it looks like we will be 
going to the International races with three completed 
cycles. The geometry of the new cycle is off the 
drafting table, the components are being ordered, 
and the mold for the fairing, the aerodynamic Kevlar 
and epoxy skin, is being shaped. 

Da Vinci III has a new design from our prior 
models, three wheels have yielded to two. The cycle 
is also higher off the ground, lessening ground effect, 
and shorted in length, lessening aerodynamic drag. 


We have still elected to keep our recumbent design 
and a normal back -wheel drive. 

Many of our members are from the student 
body, however the remaining members are no strang- 
ers to Arthur Hill . These alumni, who attended local 
colleges and universities, are constantly keeping in 
contactand attending the weekly meetings. We would 
like to salute these devoted members and extend our 
gratitude. We also have many minorities in the club, 
representing the local diversity of the community. 
The club even has been enlightened with a second 
advisor, Mr. Dave Hatton, who assists the original 
advisor, Mr. Isotalo. Some of the members are also in 
training to pedal the cycles in the international races.

The Legenda was sold to students for $25 in 
September and later increased to $30 in October 
with a final price of $35 after the final October 
deadline for purchasing. 

The name Legenda means “Things to 
Read.” 

The cover was Royal Blue 533 and Yellow 
Gold 371. The book was embossed with a seal 
screened flat containing $371 yellow gold on die 
A-2. 


Endsheets were bright yellow #107 and 
Royal Blue $533. 

The book was printed by Jostens Publish- 
ing Company of Clarksville, Tenn. The book was 
printed on 80 pound No. 191 gloss paper. 

The typeface used for all copy and head- 
lines was Palatino. The point sizes were as fol- 
lowing: body and captions - 10 or 12 pt., classes 
and composites - 10 pt., folios - 12 pt., index -9 pt., 
and headlines - varied. 

Black and white prints were taken with 
Kodak TMAX 400 and 3200 ASA film. Color 
pictures were taken with various brands of 400 
ASA. 

The Legenda is published annually by a 
yearbook staff. The staff met during 4th hour and 
used the yearbook lab during 7th hour. Yearbook 
is part of the journalism dapartment at Arthur 
Hill. 

Mr. Ken Drake was the Josten’s Represen- 
tative. Calvin Mott was the Advisor. Angela 
Inman, Phil Treib, and Kelly Warner were the 
Editors.
